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HORRIBLE MURDER AT LANDPORT. 


Ow Friday week, between the hours of twelve and one o'clock, it 
was discovered that a most foul and deliberate murder had been 
committed at No. 2, Oaledonia-place, Hereford-atreet, Landport.

OONVIOTION OF A FRENOH MURDERER. 


Poncet, the murderer of M. Lavergue, was on Monday found 
“Guilty” at Versailles, and condemned to death. Ponost, a gaol 
bird from his earliest youth, the son of a mother who made his 
father a “ cuckold,” and which father murdered s man for using 
the opprobrioas word, was a man who having been sentenced to 
imprisonment and hard labour, escaped It was from Oayenne that 
he escaped, and he served fora short tine in the United Stites 
army. His only way of accounting for the large sum of money 
found upon him, and bis reckless expenditure after the date of the 
murder, wag, that the United States in time of war paid very dear 
for soldiers and gave large extra premiums to French soldiera This 
line of argament had no force against evidence oroving that Ponoot, 
having succeeded in a journey from London to Paria in getting upon 
speaking terms with M. Lavergne, a man seventy-eight years old, 
at one time governor of the Mauritius, contrived to make himself 
a sort of friend and comrade before they got to Paris. Itig in a 
certain messure consolatory to think that old men of good morals, 
who travel salons (or only with a valet, for M. Lavergne had a 
black servant with him), are not therefore especially Hable to be 
murdered by such men as Poncet. M. Lavergue, when past seventy, 
married a girl of eighteen, from whom he was soon separated. it 
ia a melancholy fact that the lever used by Poncet to get hold of 
him was an offer to introduce him to bouses of ill-fems. It was to 
a house of this kind at Oourbevole that Poncet took his decrepit 
viotim on the way to the secluded spot near Argenteafl, where 
he murdered him. Ponost’s audacity in showing about

Justice IN Francs.—M. Omer, a well-known actor in the

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BEGISTEBED FOB TRANSMISSION ABBOAD. 


Ir is not impossible that the year 1864 may be distinguished in our 
annals by the final achievement of one of the costliest and apparently 
most hopeless enterprises ever undertaken in the cause of humanity 
by a long-enduring nation. There is reason to believe that at this 
moment the slave trade on the African coast is practically extinct. 
That infamous trsffio, maintained so long and so successfully, in 
defiance of our utmost efforts, has been at last suppressed. We 
use that expression advisedly, because, although Spain has at length 
declared her readiness to falfil her long-neglected obligations in 
this matter, it may be very safely assumed that her decision was 
accelerated, if not detsrmiued, by the condition to which the trade 
had been reduced. It was a question ot time, patience, end perse- 
rance on one side, of pure osloulstion on the other. 8o long as 
purchasers could be found for slaves, slsve-dealers would be found 
to oarry on the commerce. So long as the commerce could be car- 
ried on at 8 profit it was sure te survive, and our only hope Isy in 
the chance of so reducing this profit as to destroy the business 
altogether. The task was exceedingly difficult, because up to a 
certain point our intervention had the effect of merely increasing 
the price of the article, and enabling the desler to get as much by 


| one cargo as he would formerly have got by half-a-dozen. It was 


a oase of blockade-ranning where prices rose according to the risk 
the trade, and though we could largely reduce the 
proportion of successful ventures, i; was only on condition of in- 
creasing in an equivalent degree the profit of a single lucky 
voyage. In the end, however, there came è time when these 
successes became so extremely raie that the trade was remunerative 
no longer. We believe we are correct in stating that only one 
considerable shipment of slaves took place from the west coast of 
Africa during the whole of lest year, and even this cargo wae ulti- 
mately captured off the coast of Cuba. One or two emailer ship- 
mente may, perbaps, have been effeoted, but at moat of the stations 
the trade was absolutely stopped. Spain, therefore, in tardily con- 
seniing to perform her treaty engagements, was simply meking 
a virıne of nesessity, for they could no longer be profitably vio- 


\ lated. To Oommodore Wilmot and the officers and men ef the 


African squadron the nation is indebted for this accomplishment of 
an all but desperate undertaking. A system of blockade was 
adopted which, at a heavy cost to ourselves, effectually sealed the 
ports of export, and the trade was gradually given up ea impracti- 
cable. The slaves brought from the interior for shipment remainea 
20 long on the dealer’s hands thet his prospect profits were absorbed 
in the cost ef maintaining them, and the business became a losing 
one. Still, many slave merchants held on for the chance of an 
opportunity, and on the speculation of ® momentary break 
in the blockade; mor would it even now, except for the de- 
clarations of Spain, be safe to reckon on the absolute extinc- 
tion of the traflic. These professions, however, if sincere, will 
consummate the work. No trade can possibly exist without buyers 
and that buyers have existed ia the slave trade has been owing to 
Spain alone. Li she makes the trade to Ouba as impossible as it 
would be to Jamaica, which she can do if she pleases, there is really 
an end of the business. Ocherwise, the stream will flow sgain as 
soon as the barriers are loosened or removed. The result hes not 
been attained without herolo exertion end infinite endurance 
Through s long course of years it has been a desperate and not un- 
equal race. The slavedesiers enjoyed the advantages of long ex- 
perience, abundant capital, and effective combination. They were 
always informed of the slightest movement in the squadron, snd 
prepared to turn the first chance to account. They had latterly 
employed ateam power in their ships, and they threw all their 
energies into the game. Bat the blockade was too strict for them 
Off that gloomy coast, and in that fatal climate, our cruisers lay at 
anohor day after day, within sigual distance of each other, and 
when one vessel waa compelled to fall out of the Hae another fell 
in. Of the wearisome and exhausting monotony of such a life on 
guch a station no words of ours could convey any jast ides, Mind 
ag well as body succombed under the strain, and constant reliefs 
became necessary for the efficiency of the service. All this while, 
the alavers waited and caloulated with eqaal patience till the 
balance turned visibly egsinet them, andthen came the adhesion 
of Spain to complete their discomfiture and crown the enterprise.

Os the 5ih of January, ® parson of gentlemanly appearance and 
address, giving the name of Augustus George Fletcher, called at 
the Union Bank of Australia, in Old Broad-street, and acoased him- 
self of a robbery on the premises of the Melbourne branoh, of 
whioh he had been chief clerk. About » ycar and a half ago, 
sooording to his own statement, he bad forced open a box contain- 
ing valuable securities belonging to a Mr. Lewis, and taken out 
bonds to the value of about £10,000. He had not been suspected at 
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the time, and had remained in the employment of the bank for e 
considerable period afterwards, when he absconded to this country, 
proceeded next to Amerios, and ultimately to Buenos Ayres, whence 
he had just returned for the empress purpose of surrendering him- 
self. Mr. Mewburn, the gearetary of the Union Bank, to whom he 
made this avowal, asked him, in the presence of Mr. Murray, the 
solicitor of the bank, whether be was ready to give up the 
securities, or the proceeds of them, to whioh he replied 
that he was enxious to make every reparation im his power, 
and could at once make over to the bank some £1,500, 
part of which was in London and part in Paris, a promise 
which be has since made good. It appears that Mr. Mewburn took 
no steps to procure his apprehension, but on leaving the bank he 
went up to a constable of his own accord and gaye himself in 


charge for the robbery. ‘The constable took him to the Bishops- 


gate-street Police-station, where he repeated his story, and was 
brought up for examination at the Mansion House on the following 
day, January 6. The circumstances of his surrender were then 
given in evidence by Mr. Mewburn and the policeman, but neither 
Mr. Murray, who appeared for the bank, nor Mr. Bannister, who 
appeared for the London correspondents of Mr. Lewis, was pre- 
pared to undertake the prosecation. Both admitted that they “ felt 
some difficulty ” in doing so. Both, however, professed their desire 
to further the ends of justice, if there were any legal means of pro- 
ceeding against the prisoner. Mr. Alderman Finais thereupon 
decided that no euch means existed, that he had no power to detain 
Fletcher except upon 8 proper warrant, and that, no warrant for his 
apprehension having arrived from the colony, he must be forthwith 
discharged, unless he should think fit to enter into his own recog- 
nizanoes to sppear on a future day. The prisoner adopted this 
suggestion, and duly surrendered again on Saturday last, by which 
time it was theught possible thet a warrant mighé have arrived 
from Australia. No such warrant being forthooming, Mr. Alder- 
man Finnis declared that be was without jurisdiction, and had no 


option but to dismiss the care. It must certainly seem marvellous 


to most people that a man who has committed crime in Australia 
and escaped to England cannot be committed to prison, even upon 
his own confession, unless a warrant for his arrest ghall have been 


received from the colony. But euch is the law. The truth pro- 


bably is that no one ever contemplated such a contingency as has 
occurred. It would very seldom happen that proofs enough to 
justify the committal of @ refugee from the West Indies or Australia 
could be produced before an English magistrate without the assistance 
of a prosecutor from the colony, and it was forgotten that a culprit 
may supply the want of proofs by his own confession. Some loop- 
hole of this kind will always be left so long as our legislature, in 
the true spirit of English law, refuses to provide, on comprehensive 
principles, for exigencies that have not yet been illustrated by pre- 


cedents.

EXTRAORDINARY BURGLARY BY MASKED ROBBERS. 
BurwkeNn Tuesday night and Wednesday morning a very deter- 
mined burglary, perpetrated under very remarkable circumstances, 
took place at the Kirkton of Auchterhouse, sbout six or seven miles 
from Dandee.

They entered Mr. David Pleyfairs room, 
but did not fancy anything in it which a thought would 
be of service to them As soon as burglars left 
his room, Mr. Playfair looked the door, and opening the 
window, sprang ont, scantily attired. He lost no time in 
reaching the dwellings of servants at the steading, and after 
knocking some time was admitted. He recited to them what had 
ocourred, and it iasy well be supposed that they wore very much 
surprised. They hastened to the house, but when they arrived the 
depredators had deosmped. Although every search was made 
sround the place no trace of the delinquents was discovered, and no 
help was left bat to retura home sgain. In order, however, that 
no effert to detect them might be spared, the servants came on to 
Dandee and lodged information with the ph authorities. On an 
examination, it was found that the house been entered by the 
parlour window, which is sitaated on the ground floor. The thieves 
had lighted their candle in the parlour, and had then commenced 
their iuspeotion of the premises. Ono of the female servants heard 
a foot on the stairs, but — it was Mr. Playfair’s brother she 
took no further notice of the affair, and was not sware of what hed 
occurred until the servante oame from the steading. Altogether, 
the affair ia one of the most daring and mysterious that has ever 
occurred in the distriot; but we understand the polite authorities 
have obtained a clue to the burglars, and it is to be hoped they will 
succeed in capturing them —Dundee Advertiser. 


UONVICTION OF AN ENGLISH PICKPOCKET IN Paris —An English 
iokpocket, named Mary Ann Olayton, aged tweniy-four, was tried

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ROBBERY BY THE SON OF A GENERAL OFFICER. 


WuLiam BENRY Oakes WARREN, 22, described as a wentleman, 
the son of 8 general in the army, and said to be otherwise very 
highly connevted, surrendered to the Middlesex Sessions, in dis- 
charge of his bail, to answer sn indictment charging him with steal- 
ing 8 coat, value £1, the property of the Westminster Palace Hotel 
Company (Limited)

appeared for the prisoner. 

he court was fully attended by persons anxious to hear the case, 
and it excited great interest. 

Mr. Poland, in opening the case, said that the prisoner entered tho 
coftae-room at the Westminster Palaca Hotel on the 30th of 
December, at about one o'clock, and the waiter saw him there. 
after being there for some time the prisoner was observed by him 
looking over the ratlway time tables, and the waiter temporarily 
quitted the room. When he came back in a few minutes the pri- 
soner was gone, and a 02st that had been placed on a dinner waggou 
was gone also. The prisoner had been seen by the porter to go out 
of the principal entrance of the hotel with the coat on his arm. On 
seeing this the porter communicated with a person of the name cf 
Fletcher, who immediately went back iato the coffee-room, and then 
found that w coat belonging to x Wir. Heath, who was atayiuy at the 
Westminster Palace Hotel, was gone. it was known tost tae pri- 
sonor bad come iuto the hotel without any grest coat; nå kuowmg 
that ke went after the prisoner, and there Wes this re iusrkable faot, 
that when he went out be tarned to the right hand duwu & rarrow 
street, leading to Totbill-street, whereas, if tue prisoner 
had gone in the direction of the Grosvenor Hotel, 
his way would have been straight down Victoria-atreet. 
Fletcher followed him into Dacre-street, where be stopped the pri- 
soner, with the cost on his arm. Fletoher told him that the coat 
he had with him did not belong to him, and he said it did; but 
Fletcher repeated that it was not his coat, and that he mast go 
beck with him to the hotel. He ssid that if be had taken a wrong 
coat it must be a mistake, and that he was staying at the Weetwin- 
stor Palaca Hotel, in room No. 219, which was false, as No 219 
consisted of a suite of three rooms, aud at that time they were all 
unocoupied.

It 
appeared that the prisoner bad no real business at the hotel, and 
on further questions being put to him he said if he bad taken tbe 
oost by mistake he must have left his own in the coffee-room. A 
search was made in the coffee-room, but z0 other coat was found. 
The manager ot the hotel determined to send the prisoner 
before a magistrate, and when he was before Mr. Selfe, he 
repeated the etatement he had made that he had left his 
overcoat in the coffse-room ; and to give him an opportunity 
of pointing it out, or the place where he had left his own 
coat, the magistrate allowed the prioner, acoompanied by police- 
officers, to go there for that purpose, but no coat whatever 
wag found. ‘Therefore it became absolutely necessary that 
the whole case should be inquired into. O. of the points to be set 
up in defence would be that there was mistake ; but there was this 
remarkeble fact, that when the prisoner's laggege was examined 
at the Grosvenor Hotel amongst other saag was found 8 great 
coat. It would be ghown also that when he prisoner left tho 
Groavenor Hotel he had no great coat, and when he entered the 
Westminster Palace Hotel, by several witnesses, he should sho ¥ 
beyond sli question that he had no great cost. 1 would be for the 
jury to say whether this ovuid be a mistake, as this was not the case 
of è gentleman waiting at è railway station, and who, leaving it in 
a hurry, might have snatched up a coat not belongivg to him; but 
here it would be shown that tue prisoner had been from one to 
three o'clock, and the coat had besn carefully folded up by the 
owner, and put on to the dinner waggon. In the coat, which be- 
longed to Mc. Heath, were three books; and any person oarrging & 
oost on his arm, with three books in the pockets (for no doubt they 
would knook against bis knees) could not Iail to have hie attention 
drawn to it that it was not hisown. Another point which woald 
no doabt be urged by Mr. Motoalfe, who appeared for the prisoner, 
was that it would be very unlikely that a gentleman of education 
would go into s hotel and take a second-hand coat which belonged 
to some one elge; but they should remember that when a parson 
stole a coat he took the chance of what he might find in the pockets, 
and the fact that Mr. Heath’s coat contained three books, and the 
isoner not going in the direction of the Grosvenor Hotel, where 
o was staying, bat turniag down & side street, were all matters 
which the jury would have to consider. When the prisoner was 
searched 27s. only was found upon him.

General Prim:—“ Don Juan Prim, ss his bio- 


infantry, grown old in the service, but of sosnty 
income and limited 


apparently wiry 
bright, lively, intelligent countenance, with a very 
bad complexion, the visible result of that liver 
complaint under which he is well known to labour. 
His eyes are large and expressive; his features 
tolerably regular, with no other marked peculiarity 
then the high cheek bones. His manners sre 
courteous and winning; he speaks fluently, and 
expresses himself forcibly, and not inelegantiy, 
both in his native language and in French. He 
showed me an English paper on the table before 
him, and told me the written language Was easy 
to him, though he made no attempt to epesk it. 
Whenever I went to the general's house in Oalle 
de Alcala, 1 found the ante- chamber, and even his 
own cabinet, crowded with gentlemen, who had 
apparently no other business than that of dancing 
attendance upon the great man. In the presence of 
these Prim addressed me in French, when tete-a- tete 
he preferred his ownidiom. Notwithstanding his 
wile’s considerable wealth, Prim was lately ssid to 
have exceeded hig means and to be deeply in debt. 
He is a man of extravegant habits, passionately 
addicted to the pleasures of the chase, for the 
gratification of which he has bought very exten- 
sive grounds, hes built a lerge house, and keeps 
up a most extensive establishment. In pursvit of

GALLANT OAPTURKE OF A SPANISH SHIP BY A | 
OHILIAN STEAMER. 
THe firat serious encounter between the Ohiliang and Spaniards 
took place on the 26th of November. ‘fhe Ohilian corvette Esme- 
ralda left Valparaiso on the night of the 17th September, simul- 
taneously with the appearance of the Spanist sdmiral’s fleet in that | 
port, and there Were many conjectures as to where ehe nad gone— | 
some said ¿o the Atlantio, some to Pera, and otners thought she had | 
gone to California. But it appears she had beau lying pe rdue wait- | 
ing for an opportanity. At any rate, on the 26th of November, she | 
was near the port of Papudo, lying close under the land, distant only 
a few miles from Valparaiso. On that morning the Spanish 
despatoh-boat Virjen de Oovedongo, coming from Ooquimbo and 
bound south, was about passing Papudo, when the Egmeralds sallied 
out, and at the distance of about five miles from the port met the 
Virgin, and 8 cannonade between them commenond, which was 
plainly heard by the people of Valparaiso, and by Admiral Pareja 
on board the fl , the Ville de Madrid. The Esmeralda is a 
gteam-oorvette of about 900 tons, and carries 18 «uns, 24 and 
32-poundere. Her crew counted 128 men. The Virgin carried 
three rifled guns, one 32 and two 68-pounders, and 135 men. Fit- 
teen shots were fired at m distance of little over half « mile by the 
Esmeralda, nearly all of whioh hit the Virgin, and one of which dig- 
mounted one of her guns. The Virgin threw nine shots, but her 
guns wore go badly served that the Esmeralds did not suffer the 
slightest damage. The combat lasted twenty minutes, when the 
Virgin hauled down her flag, and was taken possession of by 
the Esmeralda. The Spanien vessel had two men killed and 
fourteen wonnded. officers and 115 men were landed 
and sent to Ban she capitel, together with the correspondence 
of Admirai &. Á Gne lot of small arms were taken by the 
fow minutes alter the surrender the Esmeralda steamed 
away with her prize, mo ono knows whither.

method of shooting quick is to keep both eyes open, i 
shoulder comes to the same point as one taken with the left eye ehut. For rabbit 
shooting the aim should be between the animal's ears, and the gun discharged the 
moment it is brought to the sight; this will frequently prevent the rabbit from 


eeceping into a furze bush. i 
With some sportsmep, rabbit-ehooting is & favourite pastime; and it requires 
practice to become & good shot, the rabbits, from their undnlatory motion, being 
hard to hit in the right place, and it is considered unsportemsnlike to mangle the 


body. Rabbits are divided into four kinds —warreners, parkers, hedgehogs, and 
sweethesrts. ‘The first is the local inbabitant of the subterraneous caverns bur- 
rowed in a convenient place, where immense numbers assem! 
soon increase and multiply. ‘The warrener is less effeminate than the roam- 
ing rabbit, and his for is more esteemed for hat-making than that of the 
others; he is rather shy, bat in quiet plsces immense numbers of them may be 
seen at early dawn, and at the closing of day, feeding, aud playing amongst the 
herbage; but they will instantly disappear at the slightest alarm. The parker takes 
his name from his attachment to parke and gentlemen's pleasare-grounds, where he 
breeds to a great extent; and frequently by the force of numbers drives away the

The name of 
sweetbesrt is given to the tame rabbit, of which there is 8 great variety; but their 
fur is generally too soft and silky for the hat manufacturer.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEES 

FLOWER GARDEN — Finish up all arrears of winter work in order 
to be prepared for the spring. Let all beds intended for bedding- 
out plants be deeply dog, and manured with leaf monldin pre- 
ference to dung. Tarn over the soil intended for carnations and 
picotees ; give tha young planta plenty of air, and keep them clean 
and moderately dry. Proteot hyacioths in severe weather by turn- 
ing a pot over them. Prepare the soil, and keep dry, for the potting 
of pansies early in February, as advised last week, and protect 
seedlings by pressing the earth firmly round their roots. Plant 
roses iu mild weather. See that the stoma of polyanthuses are not 
exposed. Place sandy peat or light soil over the rising cones of 
tulips, as a protection to severe weather. 

Krrcaen Gagpen.—Protest peas and beans that have made their 
appearance above ground by dressing the soil gently over them, or 
atiok smal! buoches of fir or everg-eens on each side of the rows. 
Sow cauliflowers, oabbage, lettuce, &c, in boxes. Oabbage forward 
enough may ba taken np and planted close together in & corner, 
keeping the ground well stirred between growing crops. The 
more light and loose the surface of the ground the less will the 
frost penetrate. Prepare and p'oteot asparagus beds. Thin out 
carrots and radishes in the hot-bed. Plant early sorte of potatoes if 
they show any appesrance of sprouting. 

RU GaRDEN.—Oontinue pruning snd nailing well trees. 
Destroy moss by a mixture of quioklime, soot, and ealphar, accord- 
ing to previous inetruotionr. 


ALLEGED FENIAN OONSPIRAOY TO BURN LONDON. 
A CIRCUMSTANCE has occurred at the Custom House which hss in- 
duced tbe Commissioners to have recourse to immediate and extra- 
ordioary precautions against a possible act of incendiariem. On 
Friday week an anovymous letter was received at the depariment, 
warnin g them in effect against an attempt to destroy the building 
by fire, though the precise terme of it have not been allowed publicly 
to trauspire Upon it also is understood to have been written the 
word “ Fenians” or “ Fenianism,” which appears to have added to 
the siguificance of the missive, or, at all events. to have led the 
authorities the more to act on the defensive. From the first the 
recent great fire at the London and Bt. Katherine Dooka was attri- 
buted to incendiariem, ang that seems now, for some reason or other, 
to have become a settled conviction, though the trath may never be 
kuown. Special precautiong were taken to guard the Oustom Housa, 
in Lower Thameg-street, from possible dewger. In faot, it is now 
bing watched and protected night and day, bat especially at niga 
Ordinarily the building is guarded from without by private watoh- 
men attached to the establishment on the water side, and by the 
police on the side overlookin, Thames-street.
